There are now no British, French 
or Italian troops in Russia or on the 
borders of Russia.

Port of the California State Highway 
Commiasion to Gov. Stephens has 


been laid before the Legislature here 
so that the members may consider 
it during the coming recess. The re- 
port recites that the commission has 
sdopted certain fundamental fea- 
tures for the road building program 
which include, first, routing, so far 
as praciicable, over the shortest 
routes between termini: second, ce- 
ment concrete a standard con- 
struction base, and, third, the unit 
plan of construction. 

A heavier duty road now being re- 
quired than was the case whe con- 
struction started ten years agb, the 
commission saya, it has increased the 
depth of bage from four to five 
inches of reinforced \ concrete. A 
minimum width of twenty feet, often 
discussed, is not held advisable be- 
cause of the greatly increased cost 
per mile, and it is held best to con- 
tinue the fifteen-foot minimum, with 
widths varying up to twenty feet as 
traffic conditions seem to ref,vire. 
Old road betterment, it is stated, 
is also being given careful consid- 
eration and a fair proportiom of 
funda.

Crowds 
of automobilists passing along the 
boulevard to the beach cities left 
their machines and joined the 
throngs which gathered from Ingle- 
wood and Redondo Beach to witness 
the strange spectacle. Employees 
of the Standard Oil Company threw 
a cordon around the well and forced 
the crowd back to a respectful dis- 
tance, fearing that lighted cigars or 
cigarettes might ignite the tre- 
mendous volume of gas which, was 
being liberated. 

At the Bl Segundo plant of the 
Standard Ol! Company it was stated 
last night that the gas gusher has 
not yet been drilled to an oil level, 
but a big strike is expected, as the 
gas pressure is vastly greater than 
that shown by the producing well 
located a few hundred yards dis- 
tant, which came in some time ago. 
There are three other drill rigs at 
work in thie field.
